There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  the  mortality  rate  being  13  per  1,000,  which 
compares  not  unfavourably  with  the  county  rate® 

As  regards  infectious  diseases  there  were  37  noti¬ 
fiable  cases  of  measles  and  4  of  whooping  cough.  No 
other  disease  was  of  any  significance  numerically.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967  with  that 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

With  the  complete  closure  of  the  Wycombe  Slaughter¬ 
house  at  the  end  of  1966  the  anticipated  increase  in  the 
’kill*  at  Marlow  did  not  materialise,  there  being  in  fact 
a  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  to  those  in 
19660  The  numbers,  however,  were  in  excess  of  those 
killed  in  1 9 65  and  1964,  One  of  the  reasons  for  the 
decrease  was  the  withdrawal  of  slaughtering  facilities 
to  a  number  of  private  butchers  in  the  Wycombe  and 
Maidenhead  area* 

The  establishment  of  the  Council’s  industrial  area 
at  Fieldhouse  Lane  and  in  particular  the  establishment  and 
enlargement  of  the  Marlow  Timber  Industries  site  in 
Dedmere  Road  created  a  number  of  additional  problems  to 
the  public  health  staff*  In  August  the  Company  com¬ 
pleted  the  erection  of  a  new  mill  and  dust  extraction 
plant  and  silo  which  resulted  in  numerous  complaints 
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being  received  from  local  residents  regarding  noise  9  smoke 
and  dust  emission,,  At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations 
were  taking  place  between  the  County  Council 9  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Company  to  reduce  the  levels  of 
noise  and  to  eliminate  the  dust  emission  from  the  silo  and 
cyclones o  The  Council  also  undertook  the  destruction  of 
a  large  numb  er  o  f  w 1 1 d  c  a  t s  which  were  i n ha b i t i n  g  t  h e 
gardens  of  the  houses  in  Station  Road  and  Dedmere  Road 
immediately  on  the  boundary  of  the  Marlow  Timber  Industries 
site.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  together  with  a  local 
Veterinary  Surgeon  disposed  of  some  40  cats  in  a  period  of 
two  months o

There  were  3  accidents  reported  during  the  year, 
one  involving  a  severe  cut  to  the  hand,  one  a  broken  toe, 
and  one  a  severely  strained  back.  All  the  accidents  were 
investigated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  advice  given

1©  A  counter  assistant  had  cut  a  sheet  of  glass  and 
laid  it  on  the  counter,  the  edge  of  the  glass  ms  over- 
hanging  the  counter©  He  turned  away  to  obtain  another 
item  from  the  shop,  on  turning  back,  the  back  of  his  hand 
came  in  contact  with  the  glass,  severely  cutting  his  hand. 
The  hand  was  stitched  and  he  returned  to  work,  some  two 
weeks  after,  it  was  found  that  he  had  also  severed  the 
tendons  of  his  fingers  and  was  losing  the  use  of  his  hand 
and  the  assistant  was  away  from  work  for  some  considerable 
t  ime  © 


2©  A  15  year  old  butchery  apprentice  was  requested 
by  his  butcher  to  move  a  fore  quarter  of  beef  weighing 
some  200  lbs©  The  fore  quarter  fell  awkwardly  severely 
straining  his  back  and  wrist  necessitating  his  absence  from 
work  for  a  considerable  time©  A  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Head  Office  of  the  firm  concerned  and  to  the  butchery 
manager  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  allowing  young 
persons  to  lift  objects  of  an  awkward  shape  or  a  heavy 
nature  and  informing  them  that  this  was  a  serious 
contravention  of  the  Act© 

It  would  appear  however  that  a  large  number  of 
owner  occupiers  are  still  not  aware  of  their  responsibility 
to  report  to  the  local  authority  an  accident  that 
involves  an  employee  8 s  absence  from  work  for  more  than  two 
days©  It  is  hoped  however  that  all  persons  in  registered 
premises  will  be  aware  of  this  provision  of  the  Act 
as  it  is  constantly  drawn  to  their  notice  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  by  letter  and  by  informal  talks  with 
employers  and  employees© 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  supervision  and  administration  of  this  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  table 
on  the  following  page  shows  degree  of  Rodent  Infesta¬ 
tion  in  the  area  and  details  of  treatments  carried  out 0 
134  properties  were  treated  and  92  bodies  recovered. 

Insect  pests  dealt  with  during  the  year  included  wasps, 
flies,  mosquitoes,  woodworm,  cockroaches,  earwigs,  ants 
and  fleas. 

The  bulk  of  the  work,  including  the  destruction  of 
60  wasp  nests  and  827  Rodent  Control  visits  was  carried 
out  by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operative,  Mr „ H . C . Eyre s * 

The  sewerage  system  was  test  baited  in  October  with 
negative  results  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  is 
the  fifth  year  that  no  evidence  of  rats  has  been  found  in 
the  town’s  sewers©  Permanent  baiting  points  were  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  used  at  the  Fieldhouse  Lane  Refuse  Tip  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  an  inspection  carried  out  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Public  Health  Inspector  revealed  that 
there  was  no  infestation  of  rats  at  the  Sewerage  Works 
and  only  slight  infestation  on  the  banks  of  the  refuse 
tip  © 

With  the  expansion  of  the  Marlow  Timber  Industries 
site  in  Dednrere  Road  and  the  removal  of  the  cats  from 
that  site  it  was  felt  that  a  danger  existed  for  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  rodents  in  that  area,  A 
contract  has  been  negotiated  with  the  Company  for 
regular  visits  to  the  site  and  for  the  upkeep  of  a 
large  number  of  permanent  baiting  points  within  the 
curtilage©  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  contract  has  been 
working  some  three  months  and  there  has  been  no  evidence 
of  rodent  infestation  within  the  Marlow  Timber  Industries 
site©
